THE RIGHT OF POSSESSION 
Thou shalt not steal.’ 


HIS IS ANOTHER of those short, sharp, dogmatic 
} commandments. The corners are not rounded, the 
statement is not softened. “Thou shalt not steal!” 

Take it or leave it, this is God’s law! 

To steal is simply to take what is not your own. It be- 
longs to someone else; keep your hands off! 

It is just as much stealing to take material from your 
place of employment without your employer’s knowledge 
and consent as it is to steal clothes off my clothesline. 

When you are “smart” and outwit the customs officer 
at the border, or by some clever dodge evade the payment 
of your income tax, you are not just outwitting an im- 
personal, indefinite something-or-other you call the 
Government, you are “chiseling” your country; you are 
stealing from your fellow-citizens. 

What is the difference morally between the man who 
“pulls off” a sharp business deal, securing money or 
goods for which he returns no adequate value, and the 
man who is clever enough to pick my pocket? , 

If you, an employee, fail to render a fair day’s work 
for a fair day’s wage, or if you, an employer, fail to give 
a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s work, what right have 
you to condemn a “rubber check artist’? 

’ By his words one may steal the good name of another: 


“Who steals my purse steals trash, 

But he that filches from me my Qood name 
Robs me of that which not enriches him 
And makes me poor indeed.” (Shakespeare.) 


What about my life? If “the world, and they that dwell 
therein” belong to God, am I withholding from Him the 
life that belongs to Him? And is not such withholding 
equivalent to theft? 

There is a theft known as “failure to account.” As 
Christians we have been entrusted with the gospel. Can 
we give a proper accounting of our stewardship? 
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WHEN UP SEEMS DOWN 

N UNUSUAL THING happened to me several 
Ae ago while driving across the Big Horn 

Mountains in Wyoming. It was a_ beautiful 
morning, and I had no dread of driving over the moun- 
tains, even though the highways were notoriously bad 
and at that time were filled with shepherds taking their 
sheep to summer pasturage in the protected valleys of 
the mountains. 

After about an hour of steep climbing and tortuous 
winding, with high peaks towering on every side of me, I 
topped a crest and started down grade. I relaxed my 
foot on the accelerator, but, instead of rolling freely 
down the gentle slope, the car began to labor mightily. 
Even giving the car more gas did not stop the struggle 
altogether. I feared my fuel pump had failed, and 
stopped the car to investigate. The fuel pump was work- 
ing perfectly, so I put the car in gear again with the in- 
tention of easing on down the slope, dreading the high 
mountains that were still before me. Again the car re- 
fused to roll, and I had to press the gas pedal nearly to 
the floorboard in order to keep it moving at all. 

The truth slowly broke upon me, for I had heard other 
drivers tell of similar experiences, but I was still some- 
what doubtful because the phenomenon had never hap- 
pened to me before. I was victim of an optical illusion. 
Actually I was still going up the mountain, and very 
sharply up at that; the angles of the surrounding peaks 
only gave the impression that the road was going down 
grade. I tried every way possible to see it in its true per- 
spective, but never could. It simply seemed that we should 
be going downhill, and no way that I viewed it made it 
look any different; yet common sense taught me that I 
had only looked at the angles of the mountains so long 
that I could not tell whether I was going uphill or down- 
hill. 

Those who have been victims of similar optical illusions 
know what an uncanny feeling this gives you. Those who 
have spent much time in rugged mountainous country 
know the phenomenon of seeing streams apparently flow 
uphill, and to labor strenuously in order to walk what 
seems to be downhill. The explanation is simple: an il- 
lusion is created by the contrast between the steep and 
rugged terrain and the gentler slopes. 


W HAT IS ONLY AN AMUSING TRICK on the 
eyes in the realm of the physical, however, becomes a 
real tragedy in the realm of the spiritual. It is a serious 
thing when Christian people relax in their efforts or 
their living under the illusion that they have crossed the 
top and are ready to coast downhill. Many who have 
started out in the spiritual life have fallen prey to this 
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illusion only to struggle, sputter, and stall. If you think 
you have reached the top, you are the victim of a trick 
on your mind. You have been made peaceful by an il- 
lusion, and deception has caused you to congratulate 
yourself prematurely. 

We have not reached the top of the montain of spirit- 
ual experience. We may have prayed at the altar until 
the assurance that our sins are forgiven has been ours 
and until we are confident that we are sanctified by and 
to Him who sanctifieth us. We may have prayed until 
we have received the baptism of the Holy Ghost and re- 
joiced wonderfully in His blessed presence. Even though 
we have done this, we have no right to conclude that we 
are now finished products of His grace and justified in 
believing that we have passed the peak of spiritual bless- 
edness and can now coast downhill. There is more, much 
more, to follow if we are willing to continue our climb. It 
is callow for us to suppose that we can, in the space of a 
few weeks or months, or even years, receive or even com- 
prehend the measureless spiritual depth of God’s grace. 

We urge those who are converted to continue in their 
spiritual quest until they have attained the pinnacle of 
‘the Holy Ghost baptism, and once they receive this ex- 
perience we conclude that they have received the ulti- 
mate of spiritual experience. The Holy Ghost baptism is 
not the end, but only the beginning. It is not the culmi- 
nation of spirituality, for the Holy Spirit is our com- 
panion who will guide us, when He has come, into the 
profound riches of God’s fellowship with man (John 
16:13). Spiritually, most of us have not reached the high 
mountains, but are still in the foothills—yet some have 
the tragic illusion that they have reached the summit. 


WE ARE STILL GOING UPHILL in the work 
of evangelism. At times we may be tempted to feel pretty 
good when we see the increase of souls and appearance 
of new or stronger churches in many places. In reality, 
however, we have only scratched the surface—and that 
scratch, when viewed in proportion to the unsaved mass- 
es, is so tiny that it is almost indiscernable. With us there 
can be no resting on our laurels, for as yet there have 
been no laurels won. We have only begun the task of 
getting the full gospel to the people, and any thought 
otherwise is only a cruel and deadening illusion. When 
we realize that there are more than 7,500,000 homes in 
the U.S. A. without a Bible, and that there are still thou- 
sands of adult Americans who have never heard the 
name of Jesus Christ except as an oath, we can realize 
that the real mountains are ahead of us. If thousands 
have never heard the name of Jesus Christ, and if mil- 
lions do not own the Word of God, think then of the 
numberless thousands who have not yet heard of spirit- 
ual holiness—that they can lead a sanctified and Holy- 
Gheost-filled life. Such a thing is foreign and unthinkable 
to them. If you are weary already, in the task of telling 
them, you should seek new strength, because we have 
only crossed a few little foothills, and the high moun- 
tains of our labor lie before us. 

It is only an illusion if we think we have passed the 
crest in the cause of missions. We may have given to 
missions until it is burdensome to think of giving more. 
You cannot coast this year because you think you passed 
the crest last year. You cannot relax now and find con- 
solation in what you have done in the past. So little is 
that which we have done that it is hardly noticeable 
when compared to the masses who have not yet been

| Corinthians 14

all to the 37th verse: “If any man think himself 

to be a prophet, or spiritual, let him acknowledge 
that the things that I write unto you are the command- 
ments of the Lord.” What Paul is saying in this chapter 
is not his personal opinion; neither is it written by per- 
mission; but, according to this verse, it is a “direct com- 
mandment of the Lord.” 
1. PAUL MAKES THREE OUTSTANDING STATEMENTS 
IN THIS CHAPTER. 

First he says, “I would that ye all spake with tongues,” 
verse 5. 

Second, “I thank my God that I speak in tongues more 
than ye all,” verse 18. 

Third, “Wherefore, brethren, covet to prophesy and 
forbid not to speak with tongues,” verse 39. So, in this 
first statement, Paul expresses a distinct wish; in the 
second, he glories in the fact that he speaks in tongues 
more than all of the church at Corinth. From his last 
statement we are made aware of the importance of 
tongues, since we are admonished not to forbid speaking 
in tongues. Paul knew what he was saying; he was not 
given to extravagance; but, bear in mind, he was writing 
by “direct commandment of the Lord.” 

2. THIS CHAPTER WAS WRITTEN WITH A TWOFOLD 
OBJECTIVE. 

First, to regulate the gifts of speaking in tongues and 
prophesying, and, second, to teach them unselfishness— 
not to have a good time themselves at the expense of 
other people attending the service. According to the 26th 
verse, the greater part of the membership of the church 
seemed to engage in a sort of “ring-a-round-the-rosy” 
affair; each one had a psalm, a doctrine, a message in 
tongues, a revelation or interpretation. Thus the entire 
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service was taken up with little thought for the unsaved. 
Then again, with each one giving his psalm or revelation, 
as the case may have been, their worship was void o 
beauty and dignity, and became a mass of contusion 
“Let everything be done unto edifying,” verse 26, should 
be the uppermost thought with every Christian when he 
attends church. “God is not the author of confusion,” 
verse 33; therefore, in verses 27-32, he gives specific in- 
structions concerning tongues and prophesying. Where 
there were tongues and interpretations, only two, or at 
the most three, of these messages were to be permitted 
in one service. The same held true for the prophets. Fur- 
thermore, according to verse 31, they could only speak 
one at a time, thus eliminating confusion. Further, when 
something was revealed to one of the prophets, according 
to verse 29, the other prophets were first to judge the 
matter before the one receiving the revelation would dare 
reveal it to the congregation. Verse 32 states that the 
spirit of the prophets is subject to the prophets, thus 
none could blame the Holy Spirit for their actions which 
brought about this disorder. 

3. WHAT ARE THE BENEFITS OF SPEAKING IN 
TONGUES? 

First, “He that speaketh in an unknown tongue speak- 
eth not unto men, but unto God: for no man under- 
standeth him; howbeit in the spirit he speaketh mys- 
teries,” verse 2. 

While stopping at a fire station one day, I was at- 
tracted by a little machine that started to go click, click, 
click. I noticed that it made dots and dashes on a small 
tape that meant nothing to me. However, the man to 
whom I was speaking seemed much concerned about the 
dots and dashes, and suddenly rang a loud bell which, in 
a moment of time, brought the firemen to their trucks 
and sent them to a fire somewhere in the neighborhood. 
So it is when one speaks in tongues. According to verse 2, 
no man understands him, “howbeit in the spirit 
he speaketh mysteries [to God].” In Romans 8:26, 27, 
Paul says, “Likewise, the Spirit also helpeth our infirmi- 
ties: for we know not what we should pray for as we 
ought: but the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered ... he maketh 
intercession for the saints according to the will of God.” 
Therefore, in .1 Corinthians 14:4, Paul said, “He that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue edifieth himself.” Ac- 
cording to Webster, to edify means to build, construct, 
establish, and improve, especially morally and religious- 
ly. In other words, the individual receives a spiritual 
tongue. We could further illustrate verse 2 in this man- 
ner: each country has a secret code for her army. In 
time of war her generals are able to communicate with 
her commander-in-chief without giving information to 
the enemy. So the Christian, under severe burden, moved 
by the Holy Spirit, also prays to his Commander-in- 
Chief, the Spirit making intercession according to the 
will of God. 

Second, when interpretation accompanies the speaking 
in tongues, according to verse 5, it edifies or builds up a 
church. Therefore Paul says in verses 12, 13, “Seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the church,” and, “Let 
him that speaketh in an unknown tongue pray that he 
may interpret.” I, personally, have had the experience 
of being greatly burdened and having the Holy Spiri 
pray through me in an unknown tongue and make in 
tercession for me according to the will of God. Also, I

at our disposal for perusal in the various news- 

papers and magazines throughout the country 
concerning a scholastic disturbance relative to whether 
or not religion should be a part of general teaching. The 
outside world has contributed their opinion largely to 
this matter, some for and some against, but the Church 
has failed to meet the occasion as it should have been 
met. 

Headlines have been made of the noticeable with- 
drawal of prayer and Bible reading from our public 
school system. Ministers have made the subject predomi- 
nant in-their sermons, and people have agreed concern- 
ing the lamentable state of affairs; not only because of 
the neglect of the spiritual aspect, but older people have 
been loath to accept this idea because of the seeming 
escape of certain rituals and landmarks. 

But while our people are lamenting the fact that the 
Bible is being denounced in this day and age, their eyes 
have been closed to a situation that has existed in their 
own home and church for many years. It is just recently 
that the Bible has been left out of the schools, but the 
Bible has been left out of the home and its activities for 
countless years and has been constantly pushed into the 
background. People who are lamenting the most and 
ministers who are preaching this timely message the 
most have failed to remember the old adage that actions 
speak louder than words. More could be accomplished by 
acting than speaking, and working diligently to see that 
Bibles are a part of home life where heretofore an opened 
Bible in the home was unknown. 

We can blame some of our lack of knowledge and love 
of the Bible on the present-day scholastic system. It is 
true it is not revered in the scholastic system of today, 
but Christian people as a whole must take the sole re- 
spcnsibility of the lack of unconcern among our children. 
The Church has failed to step in and replace the lack 
of training in the schools. 

Marvelous discoveries relative to teaching have been 
made through visual aid and word association. However, 
I maintain that not only has there been a damnable in- 
filtration of contrary doctrine in our scholastic system, 
but there has been an infiltering of carelessness in the 
spiritual teaching of our young within the Church. 

Many have placed the wrong interpretation on visual 
aid and have used it for entertainment rather than for

educational purposes. We have endeavored to appeal to 
the child by emotion rather than by a mental growth. 
We have leaned too heavily on “packaged” lessons of 
human relations and social living. These are good, but 
are empty and void without first indoctrinating the 
child in the principles of love and tolerance taught by 
Jesus Christ found in the Bible. Stories are excel- 
lent to entice, but stories make poor crutches when 
wounded by the world. Who can deny? “So then faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of God.” 





IT IS TRUE the Bible was not written in a 
child’s language, for it hath confounded the wise. How- 
ever, more time has been spent in discussing how many 
angels could dance on a point of a needle than there has 
been in delving into the Scriptures anointed with under- 
standing that we may impart the truth to our children. 
Cast about in your mind for a child of your acquaintance 
today of whom it could be said as it was of Jesus in Luke 
2:47, “And all that heard him were astonished at his 
understanding and answers.” On the contrary, our chil- 
dren are woefully lacking in understanding and have no 
answers! 

In order to reach children of today, I agree that most 
Bible truths must be taught in story form of a fascinat- 
ing degree in order to hold attention. But once upon a 
time, and this is no fairy tale, I taught a Sunday School 
class of sixteen children in the age group of nine through 
eleven, one of whom knew the story of Jonah and the 
whale. And what could be more fascinating than this 
actual story? 

Have you ever stopped to think what a pitiful state of 
affairs it is when the only Bible verse the child is ac- 
quainted with is “Jesus wept”? In my estimation this is 
one of the most beautiful verses in the entire Bible, and I 
am not discrediting these precious two words, but I, too, 
feel like weeping upon hearing the immediate laughter 
and snickering that will accompany this proud recita- 
tion. And where has the child learned this? From the 
adult who was, no doubt, caught unprepared, as usual, 
in a scripture quoting in some department of the church, 
and uttered this verse much to the desperation of others 
in the group who were also relying heavily on these two 
words to carry them through. 

Still not discrediting aids in teaching, let me point out

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King James. Nor have I ever claimed that the men 

who produced the King James translation of the 
Bible were all saints by nature or by grace. But I do 
claim, and believe that history will justify the claim, that 
the King James Version of the Bible is God-approved and 
supernaturally trustworthy. 

First, it is the one enduring Version of the Word of 
God that has withstood the tests of bombardment and 
hostile criticism from the hour of its presentation to 
mankind. 

Second, it came into being in an hour of tremendous 
crisis in Christianity, when the very foundations of God’s 
revelation to man were being tested. There was every 
reason why the God who had originally given us His 
Word should preserve it through the process by which 
the King James Version came about. 

Third, the glorious rise of Protestant Christianity and 
her progress, despite burning stakes and other as brutal 
persecution, came hand in hand with the King James 
Version of Holy Scriptures. 

Fourth, there have been published numerous other 
versions (most of them interpretations rather than 
translations), many of them good and useful, but none 
of them able to displace the King James Version, which 
is recognized by all Christian scholarship as being an 
actual translation, rather than an interpretation.

ology, and in content, rises above the level of all other 
books ever published. Its sale and circulation over the 
entire world has never been equalled by any book pub- 
lished. For the last ten years, it has been the best seller 
on the world’s market. 

Immediately, the question arises, why try to attempt 
to displace such a book? If Christianity is satisfied with 
the King James Version as the very Word of God, why 
all this high-powered advertising effort (the greatest in 
history) to set it aside and put another book in its place? 
Never before, since the world began, has as much money 
been spent in an effort to popularize a new translation, 
with the hope that it might transplant the King James 
Version. This is the first time in all history that a na- 
tionally famous advertising firm, supposedly employed 
by the Brewers of America, has undertaken to popularize 
a translation of the Bible. Why? Think of the Brewers 
and the National Council of Churches fraternizing! 

There is no question that the King James Version is 
accepted by orthodox Christianity. Many other helpful 
and illuminary versions, or interpretations, have ap- 
peared and rendered valuable service, but none have even 
attempted to take the place of the King James Version 
with orthodox Christian leaders. Those who still teach 
and preach sound doctrine are supporters of the King 
James Version of the Bible. Then why these thousands of 
mass meetings and celebrations in an effort to introduce 


a substitute? 
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There is undoubtedly a reason. Protestant Christianity 
is today divided, hopelessly divided. The division is right 
at the point I have been discussing. There are those who 
believe the Word of God to be the Word of God. THe 
stand staunchly by the King James Version. There are 
others who believe that the Bible contains the word or 
revelation of God, often incorrectly stated, together with 
much extraneous matter. This latter class also believes 
that the King James Version is wrong on certain affir- 
mations therein contained. And there lies the tragic rea- 
son why thousands want a substitute for the King James 
Version. 





WE CALL THIS second class of theologians, 
Modernists or Liberals. They want a Bible that is not 
dogmatic and positive on the virgin birth and deity of 
Jesus. They want a Bible that is not authoritative on the 
deity of Christ, but that will justify liberal interpreta- 
tions. They want a Bible that admits of some leeway on 
the miracles recorded both in the Old and New Testa- 
ments. The King James Version certainly does not. They 
want a Bible that will not force them to stultify their 
very souls before their congregations by being forced to 
affirm the blood atonement, especially the substitution- 
ary atonement. The King James Version gives them lit- 
tle room for evasion, much less for denial. They want a 
Bible that will supply some kind of way out of their hor- 
rible plight about Easter time. The King James Version 


declared that Christ rose bodily from the dead. They cer- 
tainly want a Bible that will afford some way of escape 
when it comes to the second coming of Jesus, the most 
spoken-of event in the King James New Testament. 

What’s more, these liberal brethren want a Bible that 
will justify them in their social, economic, political and 
racial “Kingdom of God,” with its automatic “Father- 
hood of God and brotherhood of man” preachment, so 
necessary to this one-world—one-church that they pro- 
pose to build. The King James Version makes this new 
plan of the National Council of Churches very difficult 
indeed. The King James Version clearly teaches that the 
only way to enter the family of God is by the new birth. 
This is most disheartening for the liberals. It goes further 
and declares that the kingdom of God is within, a spirit- 
ual kingdom, and that the setting up of a glorious king- 
dom in which we will have a New World and ideal con- 
ditions of every character, awaits the return of our Lord. 
Again, such snatching of the laurels from the brows of 
our liberal leaders, who now propose to make the world 
over, would seem almost brutal. :

head. He came into the world 
to -share a very modest but 
Christian home. His father 
was a hard-working man, a 
miller by trade. 

The spiritual forces con- 
centrated in the person of 
Houston R. when he was quite 
young. His father was a Meth- 
odist and his mother a Bap- 
tist. When he was around nine 
years old his mother accepted 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
which her brother, a Method- 
ist minister named D. P. Bar- 
nett, had accepted and was 
teaching. It was not long until 
his father accepted this same 
precious blessing, so it was 
about thirty-eight years ago 
Houston R. came under a holi- 
ness influence. When he was 
twenty, he was saved, sancti- 
fied, and filled with the Holy 


one his ministry of preaching 
began, at which time he at- 
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with the teaching of holiness 
and Pentecost, without the 
aid of state funds; however, 
having the prayers and best 
wishes of the state overseer.

Saint Paul warns 
in Hebrews 10:31, “It is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God.”

have been in services where some individual, by the 
anointing of the Holy Spirit, gave a message in tongues, 
while another in the congregation, by the same Spirit, 
gave the interpretation, and have seen the church great- 
ly edified and comforted. 

Third, we are told that tongues are for a sign, not to 
them that believe but to them that believe not. Time and 
again, when the Spirit has come upon an individual, he 
has spoken in a tongue that was understood by an un- 
believer, which brought about great conviction and was 
the means of his conversion. Tongues were used as a sign 
to the unbeliever on the day of Pentecost. According to 
Acts 2:4, they were all filled with the Holy Ghost and 
spake with other tongues as the Spirit gave utterance. 
This was the initial evidence of the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Believers were speaking in tongues and glorifying 
God. As yet there were no unbelievers in their company. 
But in verse 6, when this was noised abroad, the multi- 
tude came together. Then it was that they were con- 
founded because that every man heard them speak in 
his own language, and they said, “Are not all these which 
speak @ialileans? How hear we every man in our own 
tongue wherein we were born?” Here again I wish to 
emphasize the fact that tongues were used for a sign to 
the unbeliever, drawing his attention to the supernatural. 
Then Peter, according to verse 14, began to explain this 
phenomenon to them which resulted in 3,000 souls being 
saved. A similar incidence took place in Washington, D.C. 
One night during a service a man stood up and began to 
give a message in a tongue which was foreign to the 
audience. Suddenly, a doctor stood to his feet and wanted 
to know if that man could speak German. When he was 
convinced that the man did not know a word of German, 
he told the people how this man had preached in the 
German tongue. Then he came to the altar for prayer 
and was converted. Later, he was filled with the Spirit 
and became a very influential preacher of the gospel. 

Some people say that they have been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and do not speak in tongues. Water boils at 
a temperature of 212 degrees Fahrenheit. You may put a 
kettle of water on the fire. The temperature may go up 
to 210 degrees and the kettle begin to sing, but the water 
is not boiling. It may go up to 21134 degrees, and still it 
is not boiling. But wait till it hits 212 degrees, and sud- 
denly the water begins to boil. Then there is a mighty 
moving, and the lid begins to lift. It is like this with the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. As we wait in consecration 
before God, we become warmed by the fire of the Holy 
Spirit. As we continue to tarry, the Holy Spirit comes 
upon us much stronger, until we feel the pressure must 
come off in steam; suddenly there is a spontaneous vol- 
ume of praise and speaking in tongues—the believer. is 
baptized with the Holy Spirit. 

It is much like a man going to a store to buy a pair of 
shoes. Although tongues go with the shoes, his chief con- 
cern is the service that the shoes will give him. So it is 
with the baptism of the Spirit. Our chief concern is the 
power that we receive for service. 

As for my own experience of the Pentecostal baptism, 
I was praying and consecrating my life, with a deep 
longing for a closer walk with God. I reached a point in 
prayer when suddenly there came into my soul a deep 
peace, a thrilling joy, and a” new sense of power. My 
mind was quickened; I felt that I had received a new 
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faculty of understanding. The Word of God began to un- 
fold before me like a carpenter’s rule. My bodily powers 
were quickened; there was a new sense of spring and 
vitality and a new power of endurance. What I had failed 
to do by strenuous endeavor came to pass without labor. 
This experience gave me the key to all my thinking, all 
my service, my whole life. Now, with the apostle Paul, I 
can say, “I know whom I have believed.”

engaged in the activities of pastor of the Pratt City 
Church. They continued for one year with the lovely 
group of people there. He also served as associate state 
overseer during that period. 

Reverend Morehead was appointed to the pastor- 
ate of Lindale, Georgia, Church of God, where they 
had a beautiful and new parsonage. The Lindale Church 
was one of the largest churches in the State of Georgia. 
However, the person who was appointed to serve as over- 
seer of the State of Missouri declined his appointment, 
and the Appointing Board called upon Reverend More- 
head to accept the overseership of that state. They did 
not have a state parsonage or furniture, and the income 
was well below $65.00 a month, which quite set the pat- 
tern of the condition of the entire State. God was with 
them and gave them many new churches, parsonages, 
and an outpouring of the Holy Spirit. At the close of 
the three years overseership, the income in the State 
was approximately $300.00 a month. From 1939 to 1942 he 
remained the state overseer of Missouri. In this adminis- 
tration he was singularly effective, and insisted upon the 
placing in office of men best fitted for the particular 
work to be done. Philip Hughes, the third son, came to 
this home in 1940. He is a quiet, docile boy, much like 
his father. 

In 1942 the family moved to Greenville, South Caro- 
lina, to accept the pastorate of the Tremont Avenue 
Church, whieh is the largest church in the Organiza- 
tion. There they enjoyed a very happy and successful two 
years. While there a brick parsonage was purchased. Larry 
Wayne, the fifth and youngest child, was born there. 

In 1944 they moved to Michigan to serve as state over- 
seer. There a lovely state parsonage was purchased, and 
God gave a very substantial increase in the work in the 
four years. It was while serving in the State of Michi- 
gan that he was appointed to serve as a member of the 
Board of Education, in which position he remained for a 
period of six years. It was during the time they were 
in Michigan that the present state parsonage was pur- 
chased. 

The acceptance of an appointment as overseer of the 
State of South Carolina resulted in a return to Greenville 
in 1948 for a period of two years. The work showed an in- 
crease in every phase of the work, especially in a net gain 
of 2,964 members. During this time the plans were drawn 
and the building of a new state parsonage was begun. 

In consideration of his personal attributes, we 
conclude that there are many who choose to be their 
best before those outside their families, but this is not 
the case with Houston R. Morehead. Those nearest and 
dearest to him are the grateful recipients of his con- 
stant consideration, kindness, and thoughtfulness. This 
same unfailing courtesy has turned even enemies into 
friends. Aside from the loveliness which Christ imparts 
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to his life, he owes his calm and patient disposition to 
his mother. It is his good fortune to have his mother, 
who will be seventy-eight in August, and his father 
who will be eighty-one in June, yet living. 

It was his earnest desire to be a doctor, like many 
of his uncles and his grandfather, but God had another 
plan for him, to which he willingly yielded. His fine 
mind, which would have well fitted him for that work or 
that of a lawyer, has not been lost, however. His policy 
of weighing all evidence and forming an opinion only 
after careful study of the question under discussion, by 
remaining silent until he has something to say, by pre- 
senting his thought in well-chosen persuasive words, by 
adding to his knowledge earnestness and enthusiasm for 
the measure advocated, and by knowing when to stop, 
has gained for him a reputation which has won him 
respect and made him the adviser of his fellows, made 
him of invaluable worth to the Church, and has well 
fitted him for his position on the council. 

He has served as a member of the International 
Transportation Committee, Secretary to the Pentecostal 
Fellowship of North America, member of the committee 
for the International Constitution—Young People’s En- 
deavor to the Church of God, member of the Board of 
Directors for Lee College from 1944-50, and a member of 
the Supreme Council 1946-50. 

From 1950-52 he capably filled the position of General 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Church of God. By virtue 
of that office he was a member of the State Overseer 
Appointing Board, Pension Board, Orphanage Board for 
the Orphanage located in Sevierville, Tennessee, and as- 
sociate member of the Supreme Council. 

In 1952 he accepted the position of Assistant General 
Overseer of the Church of God and is a member of 
the Executive Committee, Pension Board and an associate 
member of the Supreme Council. 

Mrs. Morehead is an accomplished musician, especially 
the piano, and is now teaching at Lee College. 

Richard, the oldest son, is licensed as an exhorter with 
the Church and is continuing his training in College in 
order to devote his entire life to the cause of the Church. 

Reverend Morehead and his splendid family are great- 


‘ly loved everywhere and among those by whom they are 


known.

was a disappointment to many. As one of the trarisla- 
tors said, “The original manuscripts at our disposal justi- 
fied most of the King James translation, especially as 
those documents referred to doctrine.” The translators 
were able to put a question mark over the virgin birth of 
Jesus (Isaiah 7:14). Their gratuitous effort was of doubt- 
ful vale, for they concede that the King James Version 
was correctly translated, though they prefer their own. 
They also, by juggling pronouns, were able to help out 
the liberal cause just a bit by casting sqgme indirect doubt 
on the deity of Christ. They were not able to do much 
with the blocd or pull the hill, Calvary, down to the level 
of other little mountains about. They did get in a sly 
pass or two, but of little real value to liberalism. This was 
true of the bodily resurrection of Jesus and of His second 
coming. 

The translators of the New Bible do claim that they 
were justified in putting a flock of quotation marks about 
passages, showing that they were taken from contempo- 
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rary sources. That would remove those passages from the 
category of direct revelations and subordinate them to 
the realm of folklore, fable, and the like. The claim is al- 
so made that in their New Bible, they cure many minor 
mistakes of Scriptures, simplify the wording and thus 
bring the Book down to the level of the ordinary reader. 

In other words, they did all they could do, without 
bringing about open war, and they have come very near 
to that. The translators are very smart men. They have 
known all the time that the Bible would have to be whit- 
tled down very gradually. It can not be made into a lib- 
eral Bible overnight. The process must be not only very 
gradual, much like the cigarette people were forced to 
proceed in order to introduce the “fag” to decent Ameri- 
can womanhood. Some things simply can’t be done at 
once. It will possibly take a half dozen revisions and a 
hundred years of slow adjustment to make the Word of 
God into “just another book,” suitable to the modernistic 
lecture rooms and liberal pulpits of our times. 

In the meantime, Christ may return and knock the 
whole process into a “cocked hat” before our liberal 
scholars have it well under way. Even if He doesn’t, the 
King James Version is apt to do what it has been doing 
for the past hundreds of years, dominate the pulpits, 
the desks of devout students and the homes of genuine 
Christian people. It would not surprise me if the King 
James translation will be the most popular and the best 
seller of 1953. 

I recall a ditty of prohibition days that declared that 
“the brewers’ big horses can’t run over me!” Somehow or 
other, being of a musical temperament, that little battle 
hymn of the antisaloon forces keeps ringing in my ears. 
I doubt if the “brewers’ big horses” can put this one over, 
even if in this day of the intelligentsia, the palatial of- 
fices of advertisers have displaced the stable! 

My readers will also remember the story of George 
Stuart: He found a man with a crowbar and handspike, 
trying to turn over Lookout Mountain. He was aston- 
ished. But his astonishment was intensified when, on the 
other side of Old Lookout, he found another bigger fool, 
trying, with his shoulder, to hold the mountain there. 
Brethren, I am not afraid. The Word of God will remain 
when these new translators are dust and ashes. This 
Anvil has already worn a thousand hammers out! And, 
in my opinion, the most popular translation of the Holy 
Bible will be the King James Version, long after the Na- 
tional Council of Churches has thrown up its hands and 
expired—The Methodist Challenge.

what an arresting word picture is formed in the mind by 
merely teaching a child Isaiah 1:18. “Come now, and let 
us reason together, saith the Lord; though your sins be 
as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though they be 
red like crimson, they shall be as wool.” 

The threat in the back of the minds of all Christians 
is that in view of the terrible things happening in the 
world today, how long will it be before our Bibles might 
be taken away from us?

I 
will only add that he is as cruel who attempts to scorn 
away and overthrow religion as he who knocks the 
crutches from beneath a lame man. In the observances 
of the laws of God and in the promise of the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ there is the best guarantee of peace upon 
earth and the only hope of eternal life-—Benjamin

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Question: Are there any scriptures 
in the Bible telling how a couple 
should be married?—F. W., Clifton, 
South Carolina. 


No, there is no formula 
for the marriage ceremony given in 
the Scriptures. Marriage ceremonies 
such as ours began after Bible days. 
In the earliest days of. the Bible a 
man and woman married by simply 
stating that they took each other to 
be husband and wife. Often when a 
king conquered a city he would pro- 
claim that all the unmarried women 
of that city were his wives—or per- 
haps a select number of them. It is 
probably in this way that Solomon 
married so many. Jacob simply an- 
nounced his wish to have Rachel as 
his wife and went in to her (Genesis 
29:30). In the New Testament there 
was quite an elaborate marriage cere- 
mony (Matthew 25:1-10), but it us- 
ually consisted of feasting and ban- 
queting (John 2:1-10) rather than 


marriage as we know it. Betrothal in 
that day was as binding as the mar- 
riage itself. Marriage ceremonies as 
we know them y are beautiful 
and necessary, but are of compara- 
tively recent date. They began when 
young married couples would ask 
their minister to pronounce a blessing 
upon their marriage. Read the article 
on “Marriage” in the Westminster Bi- 
ble Dictionary for a full and interest- 
ing discussion of the subject. 


Question: I should like to know your 
opinion regarding the Christians who 
not only have not received the Holy 
Ghost, but do not even believe that 
there is another work of God to be 
done in a believer—G. W., London, 
Ontario. 


IT Is pathetic that there 
are many Christians of Pentecostal 
belief who have not yet received their 
Spirit baptism. Many of them are sin- 
cere Christians and seriously desire 
the Holy Ghost baptism, but do not 
know how to yield themselves in faith 
to receive this glorious experience. 
There are some, naturally, who are 
not fully qualified to receive the Holy 
Ghost because of unspiritual condi- 
tions in their lives. If a person has 
not received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost because he has not yet heard 
that there is such an experience for 
him, we cannot blame for that 
but only ourselves. It is our responsi- 
bility to get the message to all men. 
We are responsible before God to do 
this. Then, when believers hear of 
this experience, they should not be re- 
bellious concerning it, but should be 
willing and eager to receive all of 
grace that is obtainable to them.

GOSPEL MOVES INTO 
FORMOSA HILLS 
CHICAGO (EP)—The Youth for 
Christ revival in Formosa has moved 
into the villages, according to a re- 
cent bulletin from Director Richard 
Hillis. A 3-year program called the 
“Every Village Crusade,” started on 
December 1, will take the gospel to 
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every village on the Island in 36 
months. On the first day, the Billy 
Sunday mobile unit (funds for it con- 
tributed by Mrs. Billy “Ma” Sunday) 
reached six villages. Sixty-eight pro- 
fessions of faith were noted. On the 
second day, the Youth for Christ mo- 
bile unit was added and the two ve- 
hicles reached 12 villages. The harvest 
that day, Hillis reports, was 212 For- 
mosans indicating a desire to know 
Christ as Saviour. More than 50,000 
Formosans and nationalist soldiers 
now are enrolled in the Bible corre- 
spondence course instigated by YFC 
leaders there. They have made deci- 
sions for Christ. since October 1, 1950, 
when Youth for Christ work first 
started on the Island. 


WHAT THE PRESIDENT PRAYED 

(EP) A release from the Interna- 
tional Union of Gospel Missions brings 
the text of President Eisenhower’s 

rayer at his inauguration. The re- 
ease is as follows: 

We have looked carefully, but have 
failed to find in any magazine or 
poder, gene or radio report the un- 
usual words of President Eisenhower 
in introducing his now famous “little 
prayer of my own,” although the 
prayer itself has been widely publi- 
cized. We have taken off of our tape 
recording, made of the program as it 
was televised, the actual words of our 


President introducing his prayer. To 
us this humble introduction, which 
took everybody by surprise, is as sig- 
nificant as the prayer itself. 

“My friends, before I begin the ex- 
pression of those thoughts that I 
deem appropriate to this moment, 
would you permit me the privilege of 
uttering a little private prayer of my 
own, and I ask that you bow your 
heads. 

“We stand here, at this moment, my 
future associates in the executive 
branch of the Government join me in 
beseeching that Thou wilt make full 
and. complete our dedication to the 
service of the people in this throng 
and their fellow citizens everywhere. 

“Give us, we pray, the power to dis- 
cern clearly right from wrong, and 
allow all our works and actions to be 
governmened thereby and by the laws 
of this land. 

“Especially we pray that our con- 
cern shall be for all the people, re- 
gardless of station, race or calling. 
May co-operation be permitted and 
be the mutual aim of those who, un- 
der the oo of our Constitution, 
hold to differing political beliefs, so 
that all may work for the good of our 
beloved country and for Thy glory. 
Amen.” 

FACTS ABOUT THE LIQUOR 
TRADE REVEALED 

WASHINGTON, D. C. ‘(EP) The 
United States now has one alcoholic 
beverage license for every 210 adult 
citizens, the Methodist Board of Tem- 
perance said here. 

A total of 472,902 licenses to manu- 
facture or sell alcoholic beverages 
were issued in 1951, the last year for 
which figures are available, the board 
said. This is one license for every 315 
men, women, and children, in the 
United States, or about one tor every 
210 adults. 

The licenses include 289,359 for re- 
tail liquor outlets, 161,131 retail beer 
licenses, over 20,000 wholesalers, and 
more than 1,000 distilleries, breweries, 
and wineries, licensed to manufacture 
— beverages, the board report- 
ed.
